The. ravages that our virgin forests 
are madeto sustain are well illustrated 
by the destruction of native timber in. 
Ohio. Governor Bishopcalls attention 
to the fact in ‘his message that in 1870 
there were 9,749,335 acres of timber land 
in that state, while in 1877 there were 
but 5,117,310 acres. This exbibits a 
destruction ofover 4,500,000 acres of 
growing forests in Oliioia seven years 
No conntry can be rich, prosperous 
and productive witheut a due propor- 
tion of timber-land. All the older 
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-eountries of the globe have exhibit«d 


decadence in proportion to the destruq- 
tion of their foresta. At present in com 
tinental Europe most of the great states 
have very stringent laws against the 


destruction of native, and, indeed, of 
timber of any descriptien. 


The new constitution of Georgia ree 
quires the payment of a tax asa pre- 
requisite to voting. The framers had 
it in mind to exclude the negroes from 
suffrage; but it really disfranchised 
the poor whites who had seme prop- 
erty, but did not care to pay a pell- 
tax. When the blacks failed te do this, 
the carpet-bag candidates came to their 
assistance. Now the law is very un- 
popular. The white property holders 
who could rot pay the tax conven- 
iently, generally declined to vote, 
thus permitting the government tu 


pass into the hands of the negroes. 
This neglect on the part of the whites 


has endangered the supremacy of 
‘‘home rule” in Georgia.

The White Huuse.

The White House is the greatest 
residence in America. It has cost 
moremoney than the Stewart man- 
sion gn Sth avenue, New York, or, 
with its rebuilding, refurnishing, etc., 
about $1,700,000. The original cost, 
in 1792, was. about $333,000, it was 
beguo that year, occupied in 1800, re- 
built in 1815, reoccupied in 1818, and 
its porticos completed as late as 1829. 
The east room was finished only 
fifty years ago. Every one of our 
Presidents, except Washington, has 
lived in this great house, and he has 
poked his herse’s head into its portal 
to look up at the workmen plastering 
on the scaffold. An Irish architect 
named Heber, direct from Dublin via 
Charleston, teok the award of $500 


it, and lies buried in the Catholic cem- 
etery here, and his descendants are 
respectable lawyers and citizens of the 
place. <A ltuildiog for a private resi 

dence of 170 feet front by 68 feet deep, 
with one room in it 80 by 40, may yet 
attract Republican attention; its vesti- 
bule within the front door is alone 50 
by 40 feet.

MRS. GILL’S DEATH.

Her Husband’s Story of the Cir- 
cumstances. 


DISASTROUS END TO A SPREE. 


Frozen to Death Almost Within 
Hail of Help. 


How the Woman’s Wounds were 
Caused. 


James Gill, the man who was accus- 
ed of murdering his wife on the road 
near Beckwith, Plumas county, Cal- 
ifornia, last week called at the Ga- 
ZETTE office yesterday forthe purpose 
of making a statement. Gill says 
that his wife and himself arrived at 
Beckwith on Saturday last by stage. 
It was their intention to preceed 
te Bodie. Both he and his 
wife had been drinking and Mrs. 
Gill took into her head that she would 
not stay at the Beckwith hotel, but 
but insisted on pressing forward. Gill 
advised her to wait for the stage. 
She insisted, however, and the twe set 
euton fect. They reached a farm 
house about a mile this side of Beck- 
with where they stayed for a while, 
Gill treating the host froma cham- 
pagne bottle filled with 


WHISKY, ) 


which he had obtained at Beckwith. 
Mrs. Gill came into the room where 
he and the other man were sitting 
and said that she wanted some of the 
liquor, tee. She took several drinks 


and again insistedon goingom. She fled 
from the house in spite of all expos- 
tulations. Gill followed, after making 
inquiries from the people of the house 
and learning that the next stepping 
place was about eight miles ahead. 
This was about 11 o'clock of the 
forenoon of Saturday, the 18th instant. 
Gill says that he tied rags around his 
wife’s shees to protect her feet and 
that she was otherwise warmly clad. 
Their progress was very slow, owing 
to the fact that Mrs. Gill was so in- 
toxicated that she was constantly fall- 
inginto thesagebrush. This produced 
the scratches on her face which after- 
wards excited the suspicions of the 
people. Sundewn found them only 
about seven miles from Beckwith. 
There was about a feot of snow upon 
the ground. By this time 


MRS. GILL WAS EXHAUSTED 
and conld go no farther. Gill says he 
was pretty drunk himself, but “knew 
what he wasabout.” He reproached 
his wife with their situation and said 


that they would both probably freeze 
to death. Then he smashed the 
whisky bottle, which he says was still 
half full, as the cause of their plight. 
Although Gill says that he was noi se 
druak butghat he kuew what he was 
about, his conduct showed very little 
intelligence. He says that be had be- 
come confused as to his locality and 
did not dare to go ahead, but to save 
his wife’s life he might have strug- 
gled back the six miles he had come 
from the house. His wife was a large 
woman and he found it difficult to do 
anything with her. He endeavored 
te make her walk backward and for-. 
ward and even carried her on his back. 
This, he says, acceunts for the blood 
on his buckskin gleves. He exhib- 
ited the gloves tu the GazeEeTreE re- 
porter, and the ends of several of the 
lingers bore blood stains. The 
bight closed around them. It was ia- 
teusely cold. To keep himself alive 
Gill trotted up and down the road, 
and then would endaaver to arouse 
his wife, who had become insensible. 
That task was in vain and by mid- 
night she was dead and 
FROZEN STIFF. 


Gill himself was succumbing to the 
cold, his feet and hands being without 
sensation, and to save himself from 
death left the body and struggled 
ahead. Between midnight and 2 


o'clock in the morning (Gill had no 
means of knowing the time),he arrived 
at Moffett’s ranch, about two miles 
from where the corpse of his wife lay. 
Gill says he knocked twice at the door 
of the house and getting no answer 
supposed it to be deserted. He then 
went to the dairy in an outhouse and 
finding a stove there built a fire and 
sat beside it all night,thawing himeelf 
out. In the morning the people in 
the house began to stir and then the 
man went to them and told them of 
the death of his wife, 


RATHER APATHETIC,

Whisky was 
about the size of the whole business, 
though, 

Gill went on to say that his hands 
were 89 cold that it was a long time 
before he could strike a match to light 
afire. He-exhibited his -foot to the 
reporter, Some of the toes were quite 
black from having been frest-bitten. 

The corener’s jury, as has been al- 
ready stated in the GazerreE, biought 
in a verdict of murder against Gill. 
Dr. Webber examined the body of the 
woman and testified that there were 
no signs of ber having received ivju- 
ries that might not have been get as 
described by her husband. She was 
undoubtedly frozen to death. The 
justice of the peace thereupon dis- 
charged Gill, who came at ounce to 
Rono, where he still remains. 


GILLS APPEARANCE. 

Gill is a man close upon fifty years 
of age, with the look of having 
lived an outdeor life. His appearance 
is that of an honest miner or teamster 
and there is nothing brutal in his ex- 


terior He does not seem to lack 
either sense or feeling, but is net 
quick-witted. Several times while 
speaking with the reporter his eyes 
filled with tears, but he suppressed 
them and made no show of his emotion 
when talking of his wife’s dreadful 
death. His story gves to show that 
toe much whisky was the cause of the 
whole affair. lua conclusion he said: 

“Il wasn’t always as poor as [ am 
and I’ve yot friends in Califernia and 
Oregon whe know me well enough to 
know that I wouldn't be guilty ef a 
crime such as has been laid against 
me. It don’t stand to reason at all. 
If I'd murdered my wife io such a 
lonely place it isn’t likely that [Pd 
have left her lying there and then told 
folks about it. There are plenty of 
places where [ might have dragged 
her away and hid her.”’ 

He was very anxious to have his ac- 
count of the affair published for the 
sake of his reputation among his 
friends.

Iewa's Wonterful Lake. 


“The greatest wonder in the state of 
Iowa, aud perhaps any other state, is 
what is called the ‘Walled Lake,” in 


Wright county, twelve miles north of | 
the Dubuque and Pacific railread, 


and 150 miles west of Dubuque City. 
The lake.is from two to three feet 
higher than the eartl(s surface. In 
some places the wall is ten feet high, 
fifteen feet wide at the bettom, and 
five feepon top. Another fact is the 
size of the stones ‘usec. in construc- 
tion, the whole of them varying in 
weight froin three toms down to one 
hundred pounds. | There is an abuud- 
ance of stones in Wright connty, but 
surrounding the lake to the extent of 
five or ten miles there are none. No 
one can form an idea as to the means 
employed to bring them to the spet, 
er who constructed it. Around the 
entire lake is a belt of woodland half 
@mile in length, composed of oak; 
With this exception, the country it a 
relling prarie, The trees must have 
been planted there at the time of the 
building of the wall, In the spring 
of the year 1856 there was a great 
storm, and the ice on the lake broke 
the wall in several places, and the 
farmers in the vicinity were obliged 
lo repair the damages to prevent in- 
undation. The lake eccupies a 
ground surface of 2800 acres; depth 
of water as great as 25 feet. The 
water is clear and cold; soil sandy 
and loamy. It is singular that no 
one has been able to ascertain where 
the water comes from nor where it 
goes, yet it is always clear and fresh.

THE PYRAMIO TROUBLE. 


A Correspondent Recites the Glorious 
Deeds of the Military. 


The excitement caused by the ar- 
rival of U.S. Deputy Marshal, E. Me- 
Lane with an escort of twenty-five 
soldiers to remove the fishermen frem 
the reservation, has somewhat subsi- 
ded. After resting all vight at,the 
reservation house tu recover roe the 
fatigue of their march from Wads- 
worth, the marshal and troops sallied 
forth to do their bloody work. March- 
ing down on the northeast side of the 
lake they discovered four or five 
harmless fishermen and marched them 


over what they believed to be the 
line, and turned them loese. Net 
finding any more of the intruders on 
that side ef the lake, they returned to 
the reservation house and camped for 
the night. The lieutenant was very 
much disappointed at not finding any- 
thing worthy of his polished steel. 
The next day they came down on the 
south side of the lake asfar as Win- 
nemucca creek, where they found 
two more fishermen. One of them 
said that he was going to leave the 
lake soon so they did not trouble him; 
the other one was marched up the 
hill fand told to go his way. They 
did not seem te be in much of a hur- 
ry, for it was yet early in the day, 
but they conc'uded to camp where 
they were, thinking, perhaps, that 
fifteen miles was enough to march in 
one day, and some of the soldier boys 
were de‘ermined to have a boat ride 
at ali hazards. Early on Monday 
mcrning (the 20th iost.) they again 
breke camp and warched on down 
the lake as far as the pyramids, where 
they fouod nine more fishermen en- 
gaged in their occupation. Io the 
words of the lieutenant ‘“‘it really 
seemed too bad to molest them,” but 
they were escorted about a mile anda 
half from the lake and set at lib- 
erty, but, according to the map. pub- 
lished in the Gazette a short time 
ago, they did‘not get them off what is 
claimed to be the reservation, Hav- 
ing performed the duty which had 
been assigned to them, the marshal 
and lieutenant, with their command, 
returned to the reservation house to 
report the result of their expedition, 
which has net been very satisfactory, 
at least to the Jieutenant, who had ex- 
pected to encounter .ferty or fifty 
desperate men armed te the teeth, 
instead of fifteen or twenty intelligent, 
law-abiding citizens. 

New the question arises, who is 
responsible for the expense that the 
government has been put to to bring 
this company here, since it is pow 
well-knowo that the marshal himself 
could have arrested every man around 
the lake and taken them where he 
might.cheose? The most of the fish- 
ermen have gone to fishingeagain and 
intend to see what further steps the 
agent will take. They think that ifthey 
are arrested and taken before the U. 8. 
district court, they can preéve that 
there is no reservation here. As svon 
#s they are convinced that there is a 
reservation here, and that they have 
no right to fish in the lake, they will 


give up all attempts to do so.

This necessity of modern civilization

companies have filled their store- 
houses and some havea surplus piled 
on the banks of their, pends to be 
hereafter covered over. The ice 
ga:lered is of the first “quality, some 
ef it two feet in thickness and as 
translucent as a crystal of quartz. 
The absence of snow has greatly fa- 
cilitated the work of the companies 
and reduced the cest of gathering the 
ice. The removal of two or three 
fect of snow from off eignt or ten 
acfes of ice is a slow process,even with 


Ahe aid of modern machinery. A 


winter like the present to the ice 
companies is of rare occurrence aod 


they have taken advantage of their 
good fortune. The total consumption 
of ice on this coast is annually be- 
tween twelve and fifteen thousand 
tons, varyivug as the summer is warm 
er cool. The GazeTre has made some 
effort to ascertain the quantities 
stored by the different companies on 
the Truckee and vicinity and find 
that there Las already been gathered 
more than sufficient for two or three 
years. The Summit campany at Pros- 
ser creek has 16,000 tons: the Boca 
Mill and Ice company, 5000 tons; the 
Peoples compavy at Cuba, 8000 tons; 
the Mutual company at the state 
line, 6000 tons; the Crystal company 
at Verdi, 4000 tons. Hunter & Price 
in Washoe valley, 5000 tons; the 
Virginia Water Co., 4000 tons; Dr. 
Benton at Carson, 1000 tons; Mr. 
Simms at Lakeview 1000 tons and 
nearly every hotel in Reno from 50 to 
100 tens. Several saloons alse have 
their summer's supply. In addition 
te this quantity the new ice machine 
at San Francisco is manufacturing 
fifteen tons per day. As ice is not 
considered merchantable when it has 
been kept for more than two years 
there will be loss-unless some new 
market can be found tor it beyond 
this coast. Unless some agreement 
can be arrived at by all the compan- 
ies as to the amount to be put upon 
the market, there will be as much 
competition and consequent loss as 
there has been in the lumber busin- 
ess. The ice business gives employ- 
ment te mapy workmen on_ the 
Truckee and all desire te see it pros- 
. Ifall the ice now gathered shall 
ep ee on the market in competi- 
tion and with a determination to re- 
alize, the people will get the benefit 
as ice will be sold for the cast of 
freight on the railroad, but the ice 
companies will be unable to continue 
their business unless by levying as- 
sessinents en their stockholders.

I have lived ia this county for 
fifteen years without a stain er blem- 
ish of any kind on my character and 
under that promise that Mr. Blanch- 
ard made to me and taking the bal- 
ance of my life into consideration, I 
don’t think I ought to suffer the pen- 
alty of death, and I appeal to your 
Honor on the strength of these prom- 
ises and the love that is due—thut I 
owe to my family—you will be lenient 
in this, your judgment.” 

Anderson said nothing, but those 
who were near him when the judge 
sentenced him to the gallows state 
that he clutched a firm hold on the 
rungs of the chair, braced himself for 


the trying period and seemed moved 
for the first time since his arrest. If 
that be,so, he could not have been 
much affected anyway, for he chatted 
and laughed with the attorneys as soon 
as the judge had ended. 

Dye was pale and nervous, but prob- 
ably not so much as he had been at 
previous times during the trial. He 
has not one-tenth the nerve that the 
mao Anderson possesses, but he ac- 
quitted himself much better than was 
expected of him. 

Both cases will be appealed, but 
every one is aware on what slender 
threads any appeal im either case 
would be based. Besides this the 
governor is to be importuned to com- 
mute the sentence of him who is gen- 
erally considered the less guilty wretch 
of the two, Anderson. Anderson’s 
action in the court-room, and after- 
wards while he was being taken to his 
cell, removed almost all pity from 
those who before had felt some sym- 
pathy for him, because they thought 
he had been draggéd iato the crime 
by Dye aod Lawton. A man who 
would laugh and jeer and joke, while 
his-hands were red with blood, and 
just after he and his accomplice had 
been sentenecd te meet their God and 
l answer to Him for their terrible crime, 
can Lave no fecling in his heart and is 
little better than a hyena. The mur- 
derers will be hanged on Thursday, 
Mareh 15th.

The lecal editor of the GazeTTE 


GAZETTE to observe that some of the. charges nothicg for these hints, valu- 


reporters of other Nevada papers fre- 
quently let the outside world into the 
the secrets ef the craft. When items 
are scarce these artless reporters write 
out the fact, thus at ence making a 
humiliating confession of want of in- 
genuity and leading the insensate 
public to rear a healthy contempt for 
the value of newspaper space. Thus 
it comes that the dry-goods man see- 
ing the scribe passing his mercantile 
deor, nods to him patronizingly, beck- 
ons him as an Officer signals with his 
crooked finger for the high private, 
and observes with cunning grin: 

‘‘Want something to fill up?” And 
affably leads the reporter to a new 
style of trunk or breeches, willing to 
permit the journalist to give him 
several dellars’ worth of advertising 
for nething. The scribe objects on 
the ground that such matter should be 
paid for. Whereupon the merchant 
again kindly explains that it will fill 
up. 
[Recipe for crushing merchant: Ask 
hint if he hasn’t to pay his fare in a 
railroad car although he happeas to 
be surrounded by lots of empty space 
that the-company would like to fill 
up.] 

Reporters should never confess even 
in private let alone in print, that items 
are scarce. It makes the man who 
gives an item feel that he is doing a 
favor This is. destructive.

Cross-examine him about the 
sources of his information and leave 
him in doubt whether or not his news 
will appear. He'll probably treat you 
if it does, instead. of feeling himself 
your benefactor.

instead of as a literary beggar.

Of course 
such weuld be the case, the above 
gentlemen making everything to ap- 
pear in apple pie order, fully know- 
ing that every legislature sends a com- 
mittee for such a purpose. The re- 
port of the committee will no doubt 
serve as sumething of a damper on 
some of our enthusiastic senators and 
assemblymen who are so anxious to 
build an insane ‘asylum in our own 
state. The bill has now been de- 
layed or laid over in the :lewer heuse 
on account of some little irregulari- 
ties in it.

A WRONG MARRIAGE.

It would seem from the frequent 
occurrence of remarkable incidents, 
that there is certainly nothing of an 
improbable nature, judging from the 
following wonderful strange and hard- 
ly creditable story, related by a gen- 
tleman in this city to a Herald re- 
porter: 

‘In the spring of 1848, while the gold 
fever had not yet subsided, there lived 
near Marietta, Ohio, a gentleman of 
Clarkson. His parents were in mod- 
erate circumstances, aud it was at this 
time he left the cemforts of a home, 
friends, relatives, went to new Orleans, 
weoed, won and married Mrs. 8S. E. 
Foster, a fascinating widow with two 
children, a girl of three years and a 
son. Domestic infelicity led to sprees, 
during one of which he teok up his 
journey for the gold fields of Califor- 
nia, beyond the Rocky. mountains, 
where the bright and golden sun sinks 
down to rest amid the blue waves of 
the grand Pacific. 

After years of toil, drudgery and re- 
verses of fortune in the mines, he went 
to San Francisco with the small for- 
tune he amassed, and engaged in busi- 
ness, 

He was successful and soon was the 
possessor of a handsome competency. 
In the meantime news reached him of 
the death of his wife, who had died 
during the cholera epidemic of 1852 or 
1853, as did her children. This sad 
news was subsequently donfirmed by 
correspondence with acquaintances in 
the crescent city. 

During the war Clarkson served in 
the Union army in Maryland, where 
he became acquainted with the Page 
family. Meeting with reverses in 
business during his absence, he lo- 
cated in St. Louis. Miss Page, nee 
Foster, married and removed to St. 
Louis from Maryland some years ago, 
where she was widewed by the death 
of her husband. It was chance that 
the widower met her, and to meet was 
to leve. They became engaged and a 
quiet country wedding followed. 

After marriage they came to Dallas 
county on a visit to his wife’s aunt by 
adoption. Here they began to learn 
more and more of each other’s pust 
history, and a few days since the de 
novement came—they were stepfather 
and daughter, man and wife, His 
stepdaughter was not dead, as he had 
supposed, but after her mother's death 
had been taken and raised by a Mrs. 
Page, near Fredrick City, Maryland.

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A Buried Forest, 


It has been recently discovered that 
an oak forest lies buried in the valley 
of the Fulda, near Rosenburg, Hesse 
Cassel, Germany, ata depth of from 
six to pine feet below the surface. 
The wood flourished at a very remote 
period. The greater number of trees 
discovered were in gocd preservation, 
but owing to the actions of the water 
through unnumbered ages, they have 
become thoroughly black in color. 
They bave also became very hard and 
close, so that they would be good ma- 
terial for carving or ornamental work. 
Some of the trees ate of great size; 
ope taken out of the gravelly portion 
of the bed opposite the village of 
Baumbach, and sinee sent to the geo- 
logical museum at Berlin, was 59 feet 
long, vearly five feet in diameter near 
the root, and about 38 inches at the 
top. Even larger specimens have 
been found.
